LINDO-CHINA MAINLY. AGRICULTCRAL 
Tndo-China’s_ continued prosperity in 
the face of adverse business conditions 
fs due to the fnct that the country is 
mainly agricultural, with a Jarge export 
able’aurplus of food products. Rice, con- 
stitutes. 70 to 80 percent. of the exparts. 
The native population is’ slow to adopt 
modem methods, The French are at- 
tempting to remedy ‘this’ “condition by 
establishing model tice farms in the ims 
portant centres and offering attractive 
prizes for the hest annual «crops. In 
Tonking an irrigation systema has. jist 
heen completed which has reclaimed 
18,000 hectares (44,500 acres), on which 
two. rice crops a year can he raised’; and 
a project comprising 35,000 hectares, 
(86,500 acres). will be completed next 
year. Tn Cambodia a stidy is being made 
for irrigating a large area of cotton jand. 
The Bank of France has aent a mission 
to report on the feasibility of the project.

* STAMPING OUT GOITRE © 


The Prince .of Wales. was the guest of 
the Royal Society of” Medicine ut the 
angual “dinner, which was attended. hy 
300 members on December 21th in the 
Hotel Victoria. : : . 

Tho President’ (Sir . William Hale- 
White), in replying to the toast. of the 
evening, eaid the year 1993 has heen a. 
memorable ong in the! history “ot the 
sodlaty; for it had broken new ground in 
two directions. Realising that there was 
no clear-cut speciality, and ‘that many of 
the diseases—of the eye, for instance— 
were.only part of the gen¢ral’ condition | 
of the whale body, the twonty-four sect 
tions of the society had now been brought 
into closer co-operation, and i 
tipated, would add wots only to the ase- 
fulness hut to the renown of the society.” 
“As to the other. direction in which new 
ground had been broken, he said that it 
was one of the most extraordinary things 
in tha history of medicine, that: from timo 
immemorial diteases of atimals and -dia- 
eases of man had been treated separately. 
Indeed, it was only in recent'times that 
discases of animals had been properly. 


studied at all. This was the more extra- | 


ordinary, because _ several people—for 
example, Jenner, with his work on cow- 
pox- and “huwan small-pox—had shown 
that diseases of animals.and diseases of 
man were ia many respects similar. On 
the other hand, they frequently differed. 
In natural science knowledge was acquir- 
ed'by observation of how phenomena re- 
sembled one another and how they diffor- 
ed from one another. Clearly it could 
only be to their advantage in their in- 
quiries as to the detriment of disease that 
they should study disease as it existed 
both in animals and in man.. Disease, 
alter all, wag nothing but a perversion 
of the normal processes of life, whether 
in. the vegetable or in the animal king- 
dow. wo 
. There was x unity in disease which 
should be studied"as a biological whole. 
Taking as an instance ‘that common dis- 
ease, simple goitre, he said it was so 


| common, that people knew it when they: 


saw, it. Probably a million people had 
it ‘It was an enlargement of the thyroid 
gland, | When it. wits present there was 
no iodine in the gland, and when the 
gland was healthy there wes iodine. 
perimenters had observed lately’ that if 
a mother dog had. iodine completely with- 
held from the food the puppies would 
have:goitre. ‘On the edge of Lake Michi- 
gan sheep began to have goitre, but with 
iodine the goitre disappeared.” In the 
vame way trout were likely to he destroy- 
ed, but when a little iodine was added to 
the water the goitre was stopped and 
the trout recovered, In many parts of 
France, Switzerland, and America, where 
jsoitre was present, an attempt was being 
made to. completely eradicate the disease 
in man and animals: by secing that the 
food contained a minute amount of iodine. 
“Jf this sma)} experiment, on. man and 
‘animals turns" out successful in “the way 
that it looks as though it may,’ Sir Wil- 
Ham observed, “ we ahall owe to. a com- 
bined atudy of diseases in animals and 
man the complete “extinction of simple 
goitre from animals.aad man.” .¢ Cheers.) 
\There’ would, be added, no longer be the 
hideous: dwarfs who existed where cretin- 
ism was: present. (Cheers.) We, might 
learn how to get. rid -of . some of our 
diseases hy learning how the animals did. 
not get them. : ;

GAP: ROAD ANGLO-CHINESE. ., 
. SCHOOL. . 


The’ Hon. Mr. R. H.- Kotewall | dis- 
tributed the prizes at. the Gap Road 
Anglo-Chinese School, yesterday at noon. 
The Headmaster’s report showed that 
the maximum enrolment of scholars was 
177, -nm_increase of 59 over the previous 
year.

to bo at ‘Blake Pier ‘nt 230. p.m. to take

Chinese, wns at Blake’ Picr at the ap-~} 
pointed time and a party of three Chinese | 


men and two Chinese women: went on 
board and ‘the Inuneh steamed oilt of 
harbour. Since then nothing wag-heard
